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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the newly proposed amendments to claim 1 as well as dependent claims 20, 23-24, in addition to the newly 
added claims, raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. Specifically, the newly added limitations of "an 
airborne agent", "wherein the airborne agent is an airborne chemical in a form of a gas, vapor, solid or liquid particle or droplet", and the 
detection of "the threshold level or concentration of the airborne agent" as well as the sensors both sensing "the same airbone agent", 
require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are directed to the 
proposed amendments which have not been entered as discussed above. 

In regards to Applicant's argument that "Horikiri does not disclose "at least two sensors which sense a same airborne agent"", Examiner 
would again point out that there are at least two separate/distinct sensors (acidity sensor and alkalinity sensor - see [0031]) and that these 
two sensors are capable of sensing a same airborne agent which may be composed of both acidic and alkali components. 

Moreover, Examiner would indicate that the device, particularly the processor, disclosed by the reference JP 370 (see [0034]) is capable of 
spraying one or more airborne treatment agent only after receiving "signals from the at least both sensors". 

In addition, Applicant's argument regarding claim 22 is merely arguing the intended use for the three or more sensors but Examiner would 
point out that an apparatus claim must be patentably distinguishable from prior art structurally rather than functionally. In this instance, the 
prior art discloses and meets all the structural claim limitation. 
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
